MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING 
between 

Alaska Veterans Affairs (VA) Healthcare System and Regional Office (AVAHSRO) 

Veterans Benefits Administration (VBA) , Anchorage Regional Office 

and 

The Alaska Department of Military and Veterans Affairs (DMVA) 

I. Purpose: The purpose of this Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) is to define the 
mutually agreed upon requirements, expectations and obligations of the Alaska State 
Department of Military and Veterans Affairs (DMVA) , the Alaska Veterans Affairs Healthcare 
System and Regional Office (AVAHSRO) , and the Alaska Veterans Benefits Administration 
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(VBA) in responding to the needs of our Veteran reservists as they return from combat. 
The growing number of Veterans returning to rural Alaska from mobilizations in support of 
the Global War on Terrorism {GWOT) necessitates a comprehensive and practical approach 
towards improving access to the full spectrum of Veteran benefits with an emphasis on 
healthcare. It is recognized that a combined effort will augment the ongoing, 
comprehensive effort to ensure military service members and their families are honored for 
their valuable and honorable service to our country. 



II. General Provisions; It is recognized that the Department of Defense and the 
Department of Veterans Affairs are providing world-class transition service to military 
members returning from GWOT mobilizations in dealing with the multitude of medical and 
psychological conditions associated with war. This agreement will focus primarily on 
ensuring Veteran reservists who served on active duty in combat locations will have access 
to a broad range of VA benefits, to include healthcare services for 2 years after leaving 
active duty. 



III. Specific Goals: 

Goal 1: Seamless Delivery of Healthcare Services to Rural Veterans 

Goal 2: Home Station Reunion and Reintegration Workshop for Returning GWOT Veterans to 

include Post Deployment Health Reassessments 
Goal 3: Multidisciplinary Mobile Outreach Teams 
Goal 4 : Commit to meet regularly to address and work issues . 



Goal 1: Seamless Delivery of Healthcare Services to Rural Veterans 
Background: 

o VA healthcare services are available at the Joint VA/DoD Hospital at Elmendorf 

AFB, an outpatient clinic in Anchorage, two Community Based Outpatient Clinics (CBOC) , one 
in Fairbanks and another in Kenai, and a referral network to the lower 48 states. 

o VA psychological healthcare services are available at four Vet Centers (Anchorage, 

Fairbanks, Kenai, and Wasilla) , Domiciliary in Anchorage, Veterans Industries, Compensated 
Work Therapy program, and outpatient mental health services at main VA clinic in Anchorage 
and the CBOC in Fairbanks. 

o Returning OEF and OIF Veterans are eligible for priority, free healthcare 

treatment for two years and dental treatment for 90 days post- deployment , after discharge 
from active duty. 

o Statistics reflect that up to 3 0-35% of returning Veterans will seek at least one 

psychological health visit within the first year after returning home. 

o unresolved emotional disturbances as a result of a Veteran's combat experience 

could be extremely detrimental to a small, remote Alaskan community. 

o Due to lack of access to a VA facility for healthcare, rural Alaska Native 

Veterans will probably utilize the Alaska Tribal Health System. 



Initiatives: 

o Through it's participation in the The Alaska Federal Healthcare Partnership 

(AFHCP) , the VA is implementing telemedicine and teleradiology capability at 235 sites 
around the State and has initiated a multi-year home telehealth monitoring project through 
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Alaska Native Tribal Healthcare Consortium (ANTHC) . The network may assist in providing 
telehealth in the future. 

o The Tribal Veterans Representative Program was initiated by VA in 2007 to provide 

training to tribal representatives on VA policy, procedures, eligibility, and rules. 

o Alaska VA has instituted an education program for the Alaska Tribal Health 

Organizations on VA eligibility and clinical information regarding Post Traumatic Stress 
Disorder and other Veteran readjustment issues. 

o Since Vet Centers provide critical readjustment counseling services to Veterans 

and their families, Vet Centers will participate in the provision of outreach services. 

o Assure coordination of access to care by creating flexible case management 

services that recognize the individual and family needs of veterans. These services or 
'pathways of care" will provide a link of services that connect rural Alaska with 
Anchorage and Anchorage with Puget Sound. 

o Work with state and federal agencies; civic organizations, and faith-based 

agencies to ensure a wide variety of benefits for Alaska Veterans. 

o All agencies will identify key individuals and commit resources to address/work 

issues . 



Goal 2 : Home Station Reunion and Reintegration Workshop (HSRRW) for Returning GWOT 
Veterans to include Post Deployment Health Reassessments. Within 90-180 days of returning 
from a GWOT mobilization, DMVA will conduct a HSRRW for those Veterans, typically in 
Anchorage. This workshop will also coincide with the Post -deployment Health Reassessment 
(PDHRA) . 

PDHRA: DMVA will conduct PDHRAs on-site vice a telephone or web-based format. 
AK VHA will augment the PDHRA team to ensure appointments for follow-up care are made on 
site and to provide education and instruction to the PDHRA team on issues pertaining to VA 
referrals and services. 

Workshop: VA will be an integral part of this workshop in providing education on 
the full spectrum of Veterans' benefits and assisting with processing enrollment 
applications. Along with DMVA and VA, other participants will include the Alaska 
Department of Labor and the TRICARE Contractor (TriWest Healthcare Alliance Corporation) . 



Goal 3: Multi-Disciplinary Mobile Outreach Teams: GWOT Veterans will need continuing 
transition assistance beyond the HSRRW. Alaska VA will participate with DMVA in multi- 
disciplinary team visits to remote Alaska for ensuring continued availability of services 
and the successful reintegration of Veterans into their communities. A Mobile Outreach 
Team visit will be conducted) within 12 months after a unit's return from a combat zone at 
their respective Battalion Hqs in Bethel, Nome, or Juneau. Additional outreach visits may 
be coordinated as required. The AK National Guard will seek to schedule opportune airlift 
support for Outreach Teams to the maximum extent possible. 



Goal 4 : Commit to meet regularly to work and address issues : 

This MOU shall be reviewed annually to address any variables, new requirements, 
and to incorporate the strategic direction and intent of the heads of each participating 
agency . 

The Community Network Group meets monthly and will service as the action/working 
body to execute the goals and initiatives outlined in this document. NOTE: Other 
agencies will be brought in as necessary to work address specific issues/initiatives.

I. Purpose: The purpose of this Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) is to define the 
mutually agreed upon requirements, expectations and obligations of the Alaska State 
Department of Military and Veterans Affairs (DMVA), the Alaska Veterans Affairs Healthcare 
System and Regional Office (AVAHSRO), and the Alaska Veterans Benefits Administration 
(VBA) in responding to the needs of our Veteran reservists as they return from combat.

Governor Palin received your email correspondence regarding touch screen voting machines 
and asked that I reply to your concerns. 



The security, accuracy and reliability of our voting systems are of utmost importance. 
The Division of Elections takes allegations, such as those presented in the Dan Rather 
special, very seriously. 



As you may know, the Help America Vote Act of 2002 required states to have voting 
equipment in place that is accessible to the visually impaired and disabled by 2006. This 
is why states nationwide began implementing touch screen voting units , This federal 
requirement has not changed, and the State of Alaska must continue to follow this law. 



The Division of Elections is in the process of reviewing our equipment as well as our 
security procedures as we prepare for the 2008 Primary and General Elections. We are also 
taking the added steps of seeking a third party review of our existing voting systems and 
security procedures. 



You mention HR811, also known as the Holt bill, which establishes additional federal 
requirements for election systems. There has been significant opposition to this 
legislation and it is currently stalled for the time being in the House Rules Committee. 
Members of the committee have also expressed concerns with the current version of the 
bill. The last I heard is that that the earliest it could be scheduled for another 
hearing is tomorrow, September 12. 



As you know, the Holt bill requires that the touch screen voting units be equipped with a 
voter verifiable paper audit trail and requires auditing procedures of election results. 
Although the State of Alaska's requirements do not exactly mimic those of the Holt bill, 
there are requirements for a paper trail and audit of election results in our state. 



In Alaska, our touch screen voting units are equipped with a voter verifiable paper audit 
trail that allows a voter to review his or her ballot prior to it being cast on the voting 
unit. There are some states that do not have this requirement and utilize touch screen 
voting units that do not have a voter verifiable paper audit trail . Alaska also has paper 
ballots available at every polling place for those who do not want to use touch screen 
voting units to cast their vote. Fortunately, our state allows voters the choice on how 
they cast their ballot. 

Additionally, there is a canvass of all election results statewide conducted by a 
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bipartisan State Review Board prior to an election being certified. In addition to the 
review of election counts and materials from all polling places statewide by the 
bipartisan State Review Board, a hand count of one precinct in each of the 40 House 
Districts is conducted. The precinct is randomly selected from those precincts that 
comprise at least 5% of the total number of ballots cast in that House District. If the 
results of the hand count are off by more than 1% between the results of the hand count 
and the count certified by the election board, the entire House District will be recounted 
by hand count. The paper ballot3 for the optical scan machines and paper ballots on the 
touch screen machines serve as the official ballot cast and is the record that is hand 
counted. Once the State Review Board is confident that the results reported are accurate, 
the election is certified.

LEADING FOR LEARNING: 

A Report on Leadership in Education 

New challenges in education, spurred largely by the federal 
No Child Left Behind Act, have increased pressure on 
principals to improve student performance. As a result, 
principal preparation programs have shifted their focus to 
generate a new kind of school leader — one who often has 
more extensive leadership training and a more diverse 
background, according to a new report from Education Week 
and the Editorial Projects in Education Research Center. 

"Leading For Learning 2007* compares the differences 
between up-and-coming principals— those with less than five 
years of experience — with veteran school leaders who have 
been on the job for more than 10 years, and investigates 
new trends in leadership development. 



The Next Generation of School Leaders 

The principal workforce is getting older. In the last decade, 
the median age of principals rose from 43 to 51 years. But 
newer principals tend to come from more diverse 
backgrounds and have a greater amount of leadership 
experience, trends that signal significant changes in the 
profession. Among the key differences between newer and 
veteran principals: 

• Newer principals have more leadership experience, 
with more than 72 percent having been an assistant 
principal before their first principalship, compared with 
59 percent of veterans. Just under 5 percent of new 
principals rose from the teaching ranks without 
additional administrative or leadership experience, in 
contrast with almost 15 percent of veteran school 
leaders. 

• More principals are female and from racial or ethnic 
minority groups. Among up-and-coming principals, 54 
percent are women and 20 percent are of color, as 
opposed to 36 percent and 1 5 percent respectively 
among veteran principals. 
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• New principals are more often faced with challenging schools. Half of up-and-coming 
principals work in schools that did not fully meet performance standards, compared with 40 
percent of veteran principals. 



New Approaches to Leadership Development 



The "Leading for Learning" report highlights the transformation of leadership programs that are 
Increasingly focused on the recruitment of high-quality teachers with leadership potential; greater 
use of practice-based curriculum to help shape instructional, rather than managerial, leaders; 
cooperation with local districts and schools; and acceptance of non-traditional providers of 
leadership training, such as nonprofit companies and district-based programs. The report also 
takes an in-depth look at three innovative programs that have set the tone for change, including: 

• England's National College for School Leadership, which is the national credentialing 
authority for school heads, as principals are known in England. 

• New Leaders for New Schools, which operates in nine urban districts and emphasizes 
accountability in training principals for the particular challenges they face there. 

• East Tennessee State University, which has formed a collaborative partnership with two 
local school districts to revamp its educational leadership program with an emphasis on 
recruiting and mentorship. 



However, despite a growing consensus on how to better prepare principals and emerging research 
on best practices, changes in leadership preparation are still at the margins, according to the 
report. Most institutions are still not teaching the kinds of skills— including the use of data, research, 
and performance evaluation — leaders need in the 21st century. 



The 2007 Leading for Learning report is the fourth in a series of special reports on leadership in K- 
12 education underwritten by the Wallace Foundation, which seeks to improve student 
achievement by strengthening education leadership Ihrough the support and sharing of effective 
ideas and practices.

Any higher education administrator who has not been involved in 
a lawsuit is unusually fortunate and will most likely sooner or 
later face major litigation. Although administrators make 
continuing efforts to protect the safety and health of campus 
community members, lawsuits are being filed daily. 

Legal compliance, employment, business, safety, environment, 
social and technological risks are fertile ground for litigation. 
Lawsuits drain money, time and energy from institutional 
teaching, research and public service missions. Claims paid drive 
up insurance premiums, and disputes resulting in out-of-court settlem 
costly. 
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Today's issues include preventing horrid events like the attacks at Virginia Tech, 
conflicts in employment, tenure, intellectual property rights, date rape, accusations 
of hazing, managing student drinking, confidentiality of records, compliance with 
the Americans with Disabilities Act, human subject research, campus crime, sexual 
harassment and more. 

Plaintiff and defense attorneys are busy establishing "standards of care" in cases 
involving human resource management and campus accidents. Here are some 
factors to consider. 

• Is institutional policy based on good judgment and consistent with the 
accrediting association and state or national standards that apply? 

• Is the policy communicated clearly to all administrators, faculty, staff and 
students when appropriate? 

• Is university or college in compliance with its own stated policy? 

• Is policy consistent with that of comparable institutions? 

• Are safety rules and guidelines followed? 

• Are faculty and staff properly selected, trained and supervised? 

• Is legal advice considered in the decision-making process? 

« Are administrators, faculty and staff encouraged to consider legal implications 
associated with their actions? 

• Is appropriate training provided when technology, vehicles, facilities and 
machinery are in use? 

Reasonable mediation and dispute-resolution systems should be in place. Claims 
should be recorded and analyzed to prevent recurrence. Practice prevention law by 
frequently reviewing practices and policies with outside or in-house counsel to 
prevent lawsuits from occurring.

It is likely 
that at that meeting they will recommend that representatives from DEC be appointed 
observers to the Western Region Climate Initiative. Mike Tibbies already has a draft 
letter to that effect. As observers, we can participate in the process, but aren't 
necessarily agreeing to the goals they have adopted. Again, when this is finalized, we 
could issue a press release, 
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It appears that most of the suggested actions are already in the works.

The administration has been fairly active on climate change, although groups highly 
focused on the issue might desire even more action or might be unaware of some of our 
efforts. 



* The Governor created the climate change sub- cabinet, which has been meeting regularly 
and coordinating between departments, the Governor's office, and the university on the 
issue. The sub-cabinet received a fair amount of press coverage when it was first created 
despite the lack of a formal announcement. If we were to finalize the administrative 
order creating the sub-cabinet, that might be an opportunity for a press release to again 
draw attention to these efforts. The sub-cabinet has been working with communities, 
national groups, the legislative commission, and the congressional delegation to address 
topics Buch as effects on fisheries, erosion in coastal communities, federal legislation, 
and carbon emissions. 

* At some point, federal funding may be available to help states adapt and cope with the 
effects of climate change. Our D.C. office is already working closely with our 
congressional delegation on legislation. At this point it isn't clear whether such 
legislation will be passed or what form it may take, but our office is working to ensure 
that Alaska benefits from any such legislation. 

* We have not yet spoken publicly on HB152, the renewable energy fund. This is largely 
due to uncertainty about the funding source. Although the concept is one that we would 
likely support, it is important to verify that the funding source. Options, including the 
possible use of remaining railbelt energy funds, are being explored. Once a concrete 
proposal for funding has been advanced, we will be in a position to determine and announce 
our support for the fund. 

* The benefits of the gas pipeline to both the state and the nation have been a major 
focus of communications from this office. It is possible that a specific tie to climate 
change could be further emphasized in the future. 

* The Western Region Climate Initiative is a relatively new group, formed in February of 
this year. Currently 6 states and 2 Canadian provinces have joined, while another 4 
states and 3 provinces are observers. The climate change sub-cabinet has been discussing 
what the appropriate level of involvement for Alaska in this and other such initiatives 
might be. 

+ We are also coordinating with the Arctic Research Commission to Identify opportunities 
for state involvement in research and policy matters in the Arctic as changing conditions 
draw increased global attention to this area.

The sub-cabinet has been working with communities, 
national groups, the legislative commission, and the congressional delegation to address 
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topics such as effects on fisheries, erosion in coastal communities, federal legislation, 
and carbon emissions. 

* At some point, federal funding may be available to help states adapt and cope with the 
effects of climate change. Our D,C. office is already working closely with our 
congressional delegation on legislation. At this point it isn't clear whether such 
legislation will be passed or what form it may take, but our office is working to ensure 
that Alaska benefits from any such legislation. 

* We have not yet spoken publicly on HB152, the renewable energy fund. This is largely 
due to uncertainty about the funding source. Although the concept is one that we would 
likely support, it is important to verify that the funding source. Options, including the 
possible use of remaining railbelt energy funds, are being explored. Once a concrete 
proposal for funding has been advanced, we will be in a position to determine and announce 
our support for the fund. 

* The benefits of the gas pipeline to both the state and the nation have been a major 
focus of communications from this office. It is possible that a specific tie to climate 
change could be further emphasized in the future. 

* The Western Region Climate Initiative is a relatively new group, formed in February of 
this year.

I had two conversations with Ramras. 

The first occurred after his appearance on the radio. I called to give 
him a hard time- -that apparently he blows smoke when he talks to me and 
turns around and disparages me when he's talking to his buddies in the 
business community. I had to cut the conversation short, but said I 
would be calling him over the weekend about the special session. 

The second call occurred on Monday before the press conference. It was 
a verrry long conversation where he vented on a number of fronts. The 
first was about your -use of the word corruption when speaking about PPT. 
His feeling, and the feeling of many of his colleagues (according to 
him-but somewhat verified by the calls I made to the other house 
majority members) , is that all legislators are under the gun and assumed 
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guilty by the public. He probably spent 20 minutes going on and on 
about this. 

The second issue he is upset about revolves around the ethics bill. He 
feels snubbed by the way the bill signing was handled. After making an 
accommodation for you to come introduce the omnibus bill in his 
Judiciary Committee, he feels like he deserves a little gratitude for 
the slings and arrows he took- -particularly because all his bills died 
in the Senate as a consequence. At the signing ceremony in July, you 
thanked "Hollis French and all the other legislators" who helped make 
the bill happen. The fact that he is holding on to those particular 
words two months later suggests to me that he has taken this very, very 
personally. 

Between those two issues, he is convinced that the public thinks you are 
against all Republicans and out to help Hollis French and the 
Democrats- -that somehow they are the only "pure" politicians. He is 
adamant that the way you talk about the corruption issue does nothing to 
provide cover for those in the majority who are not corrupt. With that, 
he is turning to the PPT issue and suggesting that the dynamic you have 
set up is for legislators to follow your lead- -otherwise they are 
corrupt. He is not willing to follow your lead; he believes that he in 
particular worked hard to change the PPT from the Murkowski version and 
that he, nor most of his colleagues, were corrupted on the vote; he also 
believes changing taxes this often is bad policy; he thinks this is all 
political opportunity rather than focused policy. 

The bottom line is, he feels threatened politically and that he needs to 
go on the offensive to voice why he is going to be a "no" vote. 
Otherwise, it's his sense that being a quiet "no" is going to be taken 
as an indication that he is corrupt. Therefore, he has to explain 
loudly why he opposes you on this subject. 

I have to say that, based on the conversations I had with House Majority 
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members ahead of the press conference, he is not alone. There is a real 
need for you to continue expressing appreciation for the honest and 
deliberate members of the legislature, some of them arrived at the 20% 
tax rate for valid reasons. Some of them, obviously, arrived at 20% for 
other reasons- -some corrupt. Differentiating between the two is 
important --and likely to be the subject of another op-ed in the 
communications plan for ACES. 

I hope this provides some insight into Ramras' behavior. Halcro's is 
just the manifestation of a spoiled brat who is a sore loser- -who wants 
to run for Congress and join his friend, Lisa Murkowski, in the US 
Senate .

I explained to htm that we are taking the politics out of it. If politics were driving 
us, we would have rolled out a gross tax without regard for the impact on the investment 
climate. When he challenged me on holding a special session during the corruption trials, 
I pointed out that we already have a very full legislative session: revenue sharing, 
PERS/TERS, & K-12 cost factors are all left over from last year; operating/capital 
budgets; energy issues (hopefully); and AGIA license approval. That's a full plate — and 
we have to do it all within 90 days due to a voter-passed initiative (we both knew it was 
his initiative so I didn't mention that... I just let it twist away at him). I told him 
that we both know it is unlikely the Legislature would be able to add this to their agenda 
and actually get it done — that those asking for it to be held until the regular session 
are the same folks saying nothing needs to be done. 



Also, this issue needs to just stand on its own — no horse-trading in the capital budget or 
for other legislation. Besides, if we know there's problems and that we need better tools 
to administer a net system, then it's irresponsible to do nothing. He seemed to back down 
a bit at that point.

I had two conversations with Ramras. 

The first occurred after his appearance on the radio. I called to give 
hiiti a hard time — that apparently he blows smoke when he talks to me and 
turns around and disparages me when he's talking to his buddies in the 
business community. I had to cut the conversation short, but said I 
would be calling him over the weekend about the special session. 

The second call occurred on Monday before the press conference. It was 
a verrry long conversation where he vented on a number of fronts. The 
first was about your use of the word corruption when speaking about PPT. 
His feeling, and the feeling of many of his colleagues (according to 
him-but somewhat verified by the calls I made to the other house 
majority members), is that all legislators are under the gun and assumed 
guilty by the public. He probably spent 20 minutes going on and on 
about this. 

The second issue he is upset about revolves around the ethics bill. He 
feels snubbed by the way the bill signing was handled. After making an 
accommodation for you to come introduce the omnibus bill in his 
Judiciary Committee, he feels like he deserves a little gratitude for 
the slings and arrows he took — particularly because all his bills died 
in the Senate as a consequence. At the signing ceremony in July, you 
thanked "Hollis French and all the other legislators" who helped make 
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the bill happen. The fact that he is holding on to those particular 
words two months later suggests to me that he has taken this very, very 
personally. 

Between those two issues, he is convinced that the public thinks you are 
against all Republicans and out to help Hollis French and the 
Democrats — that somehow they are the only "pure" politicians. He is 
adamant that the way you talk about the corruption issue does nothing to 
provide cover for those in the majority who are not corrupt. With that, 
he is turning to the PPT issue and suggesting that the dynamic you have 
set up is for legislators to follow your lead — otherwise they are 
corrupt. He is not willing to follow your lead; he believes that he in 
particular worked hard to change the PPT from the Murkowski version and 
that he, nor most of his colleagues, were corrupted on the vote; he also 
believes changing taxes this often is bad policy; he thinks this is all 
political opportunity rather than focused policy. 

Ihe bottom line is, he feels threatened politically and that he needs to 
go on the offensive to voice why he is going to be a "no" vote. 
Otherwise, it's his sense that being a quiet "no" is going to be taken 
as an Indication that he is corrupt. Therefore, he has to explain 
loudly why he opposes you on this subject. 

I have to say that, based on the conversations I had with House Majority 
members ahead of the press conference, he is not alone. There is a real 
need for you to continue expressing appreciation for the honest and 
deliberate members of the legislature. Some of them arrived at the 20% 
tax rate for valid reasons. Some of them, obviously, arrived at 20% for 
other reasons — some corrupt. Differentiating between the two is 
important — and likely to be the subject of another op-ed in the 
communications plan for ACES. 

I hope this provides some insight into Ramras' behavior. Halcro's is 

just the manifestation of a spoiled brat who is a sore loser — who wants
